Political Pot Will Soon Boil. 
Although it is still six months before 
the primaries will be held at which the 
Republicans of DuPage county will 
select their standard bearers for the 
campaign of 1906, the political pot is 
already beginnig to sizzle and show 
signs of boiling in many spots. 
A new situation presents itself to the 
voters in the form of the new primary 
law, which went into effect on July I, 
and under the workings of which the 
party will select its candidates for the 
first time next spring.

April. At that time both the Republi­ 
can and Democratic parties will hole 
theirfprimary elections at the same time 
and place and the same judges anc 
clerks will act for both parties. 
One of the new features of the law, 
with which the voter is already coming 
in contact, is that w hichlrequires each 
candidate for whatever office to secure 
the signatures of at least five per cent 
of the voters of his party to a petition 
before his name will be placed on the 
official ballot. 
Perhaps this is the reason why so 
many of the prospective candidates 
have at this early date brought their 
candidacy before the public view. They 
must get the signatures of the voters to 
their petitions and this work alone is 
sufficient to start things going.

Among the millionaires of London 
Sir Thomas 
Lipton’s 
$25,000,000 is 
“small fry” when compared with es­ 
tates such as that of the infant Earl 
Grosvenor, valued 
conservatively at 
$80,000,000, or that of the 
premier 
Duke of Norfolk, whose income is $7,- 
500 a day. 
We are drawing no morals in this ar­ 
ticle, yet one is forced at least to 
think, and think profoundly, when he 
learns that there 
are 
many 
very 
wealthy men, Including forty-nine mil­ 
lionaires, in Russia, ami not one In 
Japan save tile Mikado him self. 
The 
entire nation, according to Tiji Shlm- 
po, Tokyo’s leading financial journal, 
holds but 441 fortunes of as much as 
$250,000 each, and these are Japan's 
richest. 
Our Senator Clarke or Mr. 
Flagler could either of them buy out 
the entire 441. 
And yet Japan has no 
paupers. 
It is a land of people well 
drilled, of farms well tilled, of pock­ 
ets well filled. 
Their wealth Is even­ 
ly distributed. 
On the other hand. 
Russia’s rich are lavishly elegant In 
their manner of living beyond anything 
mere money has made possible In oth­ 
er hands. 
Not a duke or a prince of 
the blood but indulges in m agnificent 
extravangances which make Hie occi­ 
dental gasp with amazement. 
The Czar has always been called the 
richest man In the world, but Ills for­ 
tune is set at $1,200,000,000, but Muzaf- 
far, the Shah of Persia, wears a green 
stone In his turban worth $4,000,000. 
and whatever Persia herself Is worth 


is his. 
Considering the growth in Individual 
w ealth since the days of Moses Beach, 
we are Justified iii fearing a develop­ 
ment of money power during the next 
fifty rears that will be full of peril.

Tho w orkingm en’s organization rep­ 
resenting the R ussian strikers has ad­ 
dressed the following appeal to the 
soldiers and sailors: 
Comrades and Brothers: 
For a long 
time we have misunderstood each other. 
Your officers taught you to regard us as 
enemies of the fatherland and as erimin- 
‘als whom you should shoot, beat with 
your whips and butcher with your bay­ 
onets. 
Our struggle for the people’s freedom 
and the oeople’s well-being has lieen de­ 
picted to%'ou as a revolution against the 
fatherland which you are obliged to sup­ 
press. 
Many of you. believing this, have 
shot your own brothers, tilling the streets 
of our towns with blood. 
The case is now altered. The eyes of 
many of tile soldiers and sailors have 
been opened. 
They understand that all 
of na are brothers and that we are sons 
of the same nations whose common ene­ 
mies are your commanders aud those in 
power. They understand that the liberty 
of the people is their own liberty and 
the good of the people their own good. 
The men of the Black Sea fleet at 
K ronstadt stood against their command­ 
ers and signified th at they wanted to 
lead the lives of men, that they wanted 
liberty, and they associated themselves 
with the cause of the people. 
A hun­ 
dred sailors at K ronstadt 
have been 
handed over to a court m artial and to* 
day or to-morrow 
may 
be 
executed. 
Knowing this, we workingmen of St, 
Petersburg struck, demanding the release 
of our soldier and sailor brothers and 
the abolition of courts m artial and the 
death penalty. 
Is it possible that you. soldiers and 
sailors, will not arise and help your 
brothers ar K ronstadt? 
Is it possible 
that you will remain hand in hand with 
the murderers of your brothers at Kron­ 
stadt? 
We workmen say. ‘‘The cause of tho 
soldier and the sailor is our cause.” and 
so ive have gone out on strike. 
You 
must say everywhere, “The cause of the 
workmen is-our'cause, and the struggle 
of the workmen, opr-,struggle.” and yon 
must associate yourselves with the strug­ 
gling people. 
You must strike and re­ 
fuse to perform the duties, imposed od 
you. 
Do not listen, to the word of com­ 
mand calling upon you to put down the 
workmen’s movement.

thirty-two others were burne-l severely 
in a fire which broke out early Sjyuoday 
morning in a municipal lodging house in 
Glasgow'. 
The building was occupied by .TIO men, 
most of them laborers, all belonging to 
tho poorest classes.- The flames first 
were noticed on the fourth, floor about 0 
o'el »ck, and in the panic which followed 
many fell downstairs or lumped from 
windows. It is the custom bf these dodg­ 
ers to sleep. nude,, and w^eiL.the firemen 
arrived, almost immediately an extraor­ 
dinary scene was created by-a procession 
of naked men rushing but of the. en­ 
trance. 
Against their frantic efforts* to 
escape the fire fighters actually had to 
fight for -admission. 
Reaching the upper floors, the firemen 
found that the narrow .pasages were be­ 
ing congested with men who had drop­ 
ped to the floors overcome with smoke. 
The fire, however, was confined to- the 
fourth- floor, and as soon as the firemen 
were able to get to work it was speedily 
extinguished. 
The march of the nude survivors to 
the police station was a fantastic one. 
Senna had snatched the covers of the 
beds and others their trousers, wnile 
many wore nothing. 
The local authori­ 
ties had to be called upon to supply the 
men with clothing and warm meals. 
Owing to th eir-migratory habits and 
the absence of permanent homes, many 
of the dead never will be identified. The 
identification of others is rendered diffi­ 
cult by the absence of clothing.

There Wa* a Time When These Mam­ 
mals Were to Be Had in Fish 
Markets. 


Beals were once largely marketed at 
Billingsgate as an article of diet; so 
were porpoises and small cetaceans. 
Blubber was eaten with fish in Lent. 
“Holibut” fins and heads were the 
only parte of this delectable fish ap­ 
proved of up to th# time of thetRefonna- 
tlon. It was much later that halibut 
came into popular esteem, say* the Fish 
Trades Gazette. 
On the other hand, some fishes that 
once enjoyed a great reputation have 
□ow lost IL The lamprey was once the 
most esteemed and most expensive of 
all fisher, specially purveyed for the 
rdyal table, sold under special regula­ 
tions at an exorbitant price—and often 
brought over from France under '‘safe 
conduct.” 
Of Ashet that hare become obsolete 
mention is mads of the lumpfish or 
lumpsucker, still largely consumed in 
the Baltio and Scandinavian countries. 
In Pennant’s tim# they used to be stew ed 
like a carp. 
Another peculiar Instance concerns 
the burbot, for Aldrovandue tells of a 
German countess who spent most of her 
Income in procuring that delicacy, while 
De Hay says it is so poor a fish that 
even the dogs reject it In the arctic re­ 
gion. 
An educated taste fn fish Is now al­ 
most universal and while few food fish 
have been condemned in recent years an 
infinite variety of new specie* have 
been placed on the markets. 
As a matter of fact we are again fac­ 
ing the prospect of utilizing whale meat 
as an article of diet In Improved form. 
Japan processes everything that comes 
out of the sea In some form or another. 
There is hope for the dogfish yet in 
■welling the nation’s food supply. 


Costly Dreams of Emptra 
The dream of empire Is doubtless a 
pleasant diversion from the stern real­ 
ities of the ordinary ruler’s life, but 
when It becomes something more than a 
dream it Is usually a costly experiment. 
The czar has found it so in the far east 
and Germany is beginning to realize 
that the kaiser’s vision is almost as 
much as it can bear. Millions of Rus­ 
sian rubles have been spent in a vain 
attempt to make Siberia and the Pacific 
coast a productive part pf the Russian 
empire, while the kaiser has spent $50,- 
000,000 on his African wars, with no 
prospect of return fro dx those colonies 
for half a century. The public debt of 
Germany has increased $300,000,000 in 
ten years, and there is no prospect that 
t will be decreased in the immediate 
future.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

M artin Holts, an American,, who es­ 
tablished a parrot ranch near Victoria, 
Mexico, a few years ago, has met with 
wonderful success and has accum u­ 
lated a fortune in the business, says 
the San Francisco (’all. It is probably 
the only parrot ranch in the world; it 
is certainly the only one in Mexico. 
Holts 
was employed 
for several 
years as a passenger conductor on the 
old .Monterey and Mexican Gulf Rail­ 
road, now a part of the Mexican Cen­ 
tral system. His division was between 
Victoria and the port of Tampico, on 
tin* gulf coast, through the heart of 
tin* parrot country. 
He was always 
interested in the bright-colored birds 
and while running as conductor, col­ 
lected many of them, and taught them 
to speak English.

tourists traveling up and down his 
line and he did a good-sized business 
by selling the birds to Americana and 
others. 
The thought then occurred to Holts 
that he might make more money by 
retiring from railroad work and de­ 
voting his time to raising parrots.

A Letter from England 
Cannon House, England, Nov. 9, 1905. 
Editor Palatine Enterprise— We have 
had a most pleasant summer and are still 
enjoying ourselves so well that we think 
we will remain until spring, a little dull 
weather, but that i9 always expected dur­ 
ing November in England. Like all 
Americans, we must be doing something 
or on the move, so spent a week of sum­ 
mer at Weymouth, breathing in as much 
of the good sea breezes^as we could; then 
called at Portsmouth, noted lor its large 
dock yards; saw some of England’s largest 
war ships lying at anchor there. Another 
interesting feature was the naval barracks; 
called at Brighton or London by the sea. 
for a night and day, then pushed on for 
New Haven and embarked from there on 
the Sussex for Dieppe; the channel was 
rough hut we were not sea sick. From 
Dieppe, we went to Paris, the fair white 
city of France, remained there eight days; 
were fortunate in having good weather 
and being able to see most of the things 
of interest, liked the city on the whole; 
there seemed to be a bit of our American 
busy bustle there. The buildings are 
most all white and as it is not much of a 
manufacturing city, it remains clean and 
white. We returned by way of Bonlonge 
aud Folkstone and on to London; spent 
nearly three weeks there. It is a large 
city. We were sight seeing all the time, 
but still there are places mentioned which 
we did not see; were sorry not to see King 
Edward; saw his different palaces where 
he resides, when it so pleases him. All 
the English people seem to love their 
King and Queen. London seems to give 
one a feeling of wonder; it is immense. 
Its buildings are built most substantial 
and not high, yet there seems to be room 
for all the people, the business goes on in 
a quiet way. The streets are crowded but 
people don’t rush there like they do in 
American cities 
We were pleased with 
the little green plots dotted here and 
there but no sign up ‘‘Keep off the grass” 
the parks are large and free to all, thus 
giving poor people a glorious chance to 
enjoy nature. 
We returned from London to Fown- 
hope, were just in time to attend some of 
the stock shows and flower shows. Some 
good horses, nice Hereford cattle, the best 
in the county, also sheep and hogs were 
shown. All stock sells at a good price 
The English people seem to prefer their 
own good firm meats of all kinds to im­ 
ported meats. It is so far to send our 
dressed meats or the live stock that in 
season it cannot be so good as theirs. 
There is a splendid sal« for home made 
butter, eggs and poultry. The English 
people have a great love for flowers and 
it is wonderful to see the grand flower 
displays gotten up. England certainly 
has a good climate for stock, small grains 
fruit and flowers. It even gives the peo­ 
ple a fair complexion. 
About two weeks ago, we started out on 
the real American pilgrimage and went 
to Burminghatn, called the toy shop of 
England, because it is noted for so much 
manufacturing We then went to Warwick 
and Stratford-On Avon, then on to Great 
Brington and Little Brington, the home 
and burial place of the ancestors of our 
jeloved President, George Washington. 
We also visited Rugby and Oxford, two 
of England’s famous towns of learning. 
We had a most enjoyable week out. We 
like traveling in England, still we like 
our own train service best and think per­ 
haps they will have trains like oars in 
future years. We were much pleased in 
all our travels, to find England’s roads so 
good and the streets so well paved. The 
roads are made of crushed rock and/ are 
very solid. England treats us wel l and 
we have good health. We like tb.e peo­ 
ple but still we love America add her 
reedom. Yours truly,
